FLORIDA STATE UNIVERSITY 


Located in Tallethassee, Florida State University is one of 
the fastest growing universities in the country. Already it is 
literally bursting at its seams with an estimeted 10,000 students 
expected by 1960, 


The campus consists of 297 acres, the older part of which 
overlooks the capital city. 


The new portion of the campus follows a 50-year 
master plan developed by well-known architects. It 
stretches westward along Highway 90. 


Growing by leaps and bounds, the campus has an 11-floor 
dormitory with three more just like it expected in the near 
future. A million dollar physical education plant is a year- 
and-a-half old as is the multi-million dollar library building, 


New buildings completed this year are the School of Bi 
ness and the School of Education, and a Geology addition. 


A recent act of the Legislature granted the University 
$2,300,000 for developing basic nuclear studies which 
will put Florida State to the fore in the nuclear field. 


Authorized by the 1851 Legislature, the institution was lirst 
established as the "Seminary West of the Suwannee," and 
was opened on a portion of ils present campus. The name 
was changed to “Florida State College" in 1901 and the 
school remained coeducational until 1905. Then it became 
the “Florida Female College" and was renamed in 1909, 
“The Florida State College for Women,’

The President . 
DR. ROBERT M. STROZIER 


Florida State University’s President, Dr. Robert M. Strozier, 
is a football enthusiast who will be “plerying” his second year 
for the Seminoles. 

When Dr, Strozier came to Florida State in September, 
1957, it was homecoming for the popular new president. Born 
in McRae, Ga., he was reared in Moultrie, Ga., and was 
graduated from Emory University. He earned his Ph.D, at 
the University of Chicago. 

President Strozier began his professional career as pro- 
fessor of romance languages at Georgia State College for 
Men at Tilton, From 1933-1940 he served as professor of 
French and dean of men at West Georgia College. 

In 1940 he went to the University of Georgia as asso- 
ciate dean of students and associate professor of ro- 
mance languages. Later he served as director of the 
Army Special Training Program unit there. 


In Mery, 1945, he joined the University of Chicago faculty 
as associate director of International House and in 1946 he 
became dean of students. 


President Strozier’s first year at Florida State has 
been one of accomplishment from the start. Faculty 
and staff morale has mounted with his enthusiasm. 
Alumni have rallied to the support of Florida State in 
increasing numbers and alumni giving is on the in- 
crease. 


At Commencement last May he reported an accumulative 
total of research grants and contract funds of 1,225,000, 
greater by ‘487,000 than in any previous year. Among these 
contracts is one with the United States Air Force amounting 
to $217,260 for nuclear research, the largest single contract 
ever negotiated in support of research at Florida Stette.

One of the Seminoles’ stronges! boosters Is Dr. A. B, Marlin, Florida State's 
Vice President, who served as Prosident from july 1 until September, 1957, 
when President Strozier arrived, 


Born in Africa of American parents serving as Methodist missionaries, Vice 
Progident Marlin spent the areater part of his life in ‘Texas, where he was 
identified with educational and civic affairs, 


Among his previous assignments, Dr, Martin served as teacher and 
coach at Santa Resa, Tex., High School; principal and later suporinten- 
dont of Tabasco schools, La Joya, Tex.: deputy state superintendent; 
stato director of Equalization, and state director of Curriculum at tho 
State Department of Education in the Lone Star State. 


Dr. Martin moved lo the Universily of Mississippl as director of extension 
before coming to Florida Stale in 1951, With the growth of Florida State 
University multiplying the duties of 
administration to the point where it 
was necessary to create the post of 
untversity vice president, Dr. Martin's 
specialized training and experience 


made hin well qualified as the first 
person to be given this assignment 
al Florida State, 


Ho is a graduate of South. 
western University and South- 
west Texas State College, re- 
ceiving both his master of edu- 
cation and doctor of education 
degroes from tho University of 
Texas at Austin, 

Vico President Martin served as a 
Lt, Coma, In the United States Navy, 
js @ Kiwanlan and a mombor of Phi 
Dolta Keppa and Phi Delta Thota. 


Athletic. Director and Head (Coach... 
TOM NUGENT 


"Sometimes, when you talk to Tom Nugent," wrote tho Atlanta Journal's 
Jim Minter recently, “you'll fool as though Mike Todd is still with us.” Mintor's 
point was simple, Florida Stato's energetic Athletic Director and Head Football 
Coach, in the colossal stylo of the lato Mike Todd, does things first class. 


It's boon that way with Thomas Norman Nugent since, at age 15, he wrote 
he would be a head college football coach some day. That day arrived 
when he assumed command of VMI's football fortunes. It was in 1949, and 
within three years alter Nugent joined the obscure VMI Keydets, he had won 
a Southorn Conforence championship and pulled an upsel over mighty 
Georgia Tech. 


Searching for THE personality to put the Seminoles on the football 
map, Florida State officials in 1953 looked no farther than Tom Nugent. 
In two years, the Seminoles for tho first time attained “major collogo” 
status, 


Thanks to Nugent's magnetic touch, football al Florida Slale has grown 
from a pickup sport In 1947 to @ 1958 position that finds the Seminoles 
playing such tradition-steoped opponents as Georgia Tech, Georgia, Tennessoo, 
Florida, and Miami (Fla). 


Nugent is a lireloss worker whose enthusiastic interest in tho entire program 
of intercollegiate athletics al Florida Slate resulted in his appointment as 
Director of Athletics last! May. Nugent has mado great strides with Florida 
State football. In his sixth yoar as the propelling force behind the Seminolos, 
Nugent has attained a record of 27 victories against 24 losses and } tie while 
playing increasingly tougher schedules. 


Ho's also bocome nationally known for his bright innovations. It 
was Nugent who p-esented to football the typewriter huddle, the 
double quarterback and the “I” formation used so effectively by his 
own Seminoles, Florida State’s annual June coaching clinic, which 
he fathered five years ago, is probably football's finest. 


A native of Lawrence, Mass, the 45-year-old coach was graduated from 
Ithaca College in 1936. Ono of football's most colorful coaches, Tom is @ 
member of the Public Relalions and Press Committee and Film Soloctions 
Commitee of the American Football Coaches Associction,

Complementing Athlelic Directar Tom Nugont in the administration of Flor- 
ida Stalo's elght-sport intercollegiate athletic program is Assistant Athletic 
Director Don Voller. 


A former Seminole football (1948-52) and golf (1953-57) coach who also serves 
as a professor of physical education, Veller was appointed lo his present 
position last May. Ho came to Florida State as head foolball coach in 1948, 
just as the Universily was beginning a foolbell program as a coeducational 
institutlon, 


In five seasons, Voller’s Seminole football toams compiled a 31-12-1 
record before he resigned to devote more time lo teaching. He coached 
Florida State golf teams to a 43-8-0 dual record and two fourth-place 
NCAA finishes during five seasons. 


Bom al Bicknell, Ind., where ho was ono of the town's alltime groal high 
schoo! alhloles, Voller was an outstanding football player at Indiana {rom 
199234. Playing his tinal qame for the Hoosiers in 1934, Vollor climaxed his 
three-year caroor by defeating archrival Purdue with an 82-yard fouchown run, 


He was awarded the Big Ton 
Scholarship Medal after that 
season and was honored as In- 
diana’s top athlete when ho re- 
ceived the Balfour Award and 
the Chicago Tribune Award, 
Voller played for the East in 
the annual East-West Shrine 
game at San Francisco after the 
1934 season, 


Vollor holds four academic dogroes, 
including a doctorate from Indiana 
University, Hoe served in the Air 
Force from 194246 and is now a Lt. 
Col, in the Air Force Reserve.

FLORIDA STATE'S FOOTBALL CLINIC 


Five years ago Tom Nugent, Florida State's athletic director 
and head football coach, staged his first summertime coaching 
clinic with the idea of developing it into the best in the nation. 

Alter five clinics, he knows the measure of success. 

Each June, more than 500 coaches and players from 
all corners of the nation flock to Tallahassee to hear 
such football names as Sammy Baugh, Doak Walker, 
Otto Graham, Bud Wilkinson, Bobby Dodd, Bowden 
Wyatt, Terry Brennan, Paul (Bear) Bryant, Eddie Erde- 
latz, Duffy Daugherty, Murray Warmath and Sid Gill- 
man relate their success secrets. 

The latter five headed up Nugent's most recent clinic last 
June and all five spouted superlatives about it. Warmath 
was particularly enthusiastic: “It's easily the best clinic I've 
ever attended,” the Wisconsin coach said. “I don't believe 
you will find a better one anywhere.” 

From an earlier clinic, Oklahoma Coach Bud Wilkin- 
son had this praise: “It's probably the best clinic of its 
sort I've ever attended. I'd like to be quoted on that. 
I've never seen anything run so smoothly and profes- 
sionally.” 

In addition to having so many “name” coaches at Florida 
State clinics, sportswriters from all over Florida and Georgia 
attend. The Florida State Sportswriters Assn. holds its annual 
summer business meeting in conjunction with the clinic, 

Nugent admits past clinics will be hard to beat in 
1959. But he plans to do everything he can to go one 
better. Already he has set the wheels in motion for 
the ‘59 clinic, one which promises more pleasant sur- 
prises. 

After the clinic just past, Nugent had his stalf prepare a 
brochure which contains material on everything that took 
place—lectures and diagrams of various phases of football 
outlined by the all-star instructional staff. The brochure still 
is available to interested persons who will write for it. 

There's no doubt about it. Florida State—and Tallahassee— 
has become the summertime football capital of the world. 
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
